It was the simple, straiglit-forward letter of

poor longing for some of the luxuries of life.

For 
years he had sought the poor and needy, ministering to them. 
Sunday, against the advice of physicians, he ventured forth in 
the cold to see that Wilbur Harris’ Christmas letter was answered.
